W ashington.— Th© poller force of (be 
'Afdtat of th e U nited States h as affili­ 
ated Itself w ith th e AmeHcan F e d e ra ­ 
tion of Labor. 
'The comm issioners of 
th e D istrict of Cplum bla have ordered 
the policemen to renounce Hie affilia­ 
tion u n d er p en alty of dism issal from 
the d epartm ent. 
In the city of Boston Hie sam e con­ 
dition of affairs exists, for th© police 
force of Hist tow n have declared their 
Intention of affiliating with th e labor 
organisation, w hile police Commission* 
er f ’urfi** Is opposed to such action 
and h as taken a course sim ilar to th a t 
taken by the D istrict of Columbia com- 
m lssinnert. 
W ashington is w atching th e contest 
with tile deepest Interest. 
It I* said 
by some of th e governm ent officials 
th at upon th e outcom e here will de­ 
pend the outcom e In many of the large 
cities of the e« m iry, fur lf Is believed 
to he the intention of many of the jav 
Hee bodies to affiliate them selves with 
labor bodies provided they win their 
ra s e s In W ash in g to n and in Boston, 
Should th ey w in th eir case In the cap ­ 
ital of th e cou ntry , It is felt by gov­ 
ernm ent offietsls that they a re certain 
to win It in the o th e r cities.

T h e argum ent again*! the unionizing 
of tjia police force in W ashington Is 
that ta carte th e re should ho trouble 
betw een em ployers aud em ployees In 
tills city, tis a result of difference* with 
labor unions, the policemen necessarily 
would have to ta k e sides with their 
fellow unionists and, therefore, they 
< auld not -how im partiality In attem pt* 
to uphold the law. 
Tills is the one 
great argu m en t, tim) it is being used In 
Boston as well a* in this town. 
T h e com m issioners of the di«trlct 
are sy m p ath etic with union labor, but 
they have been moved to th eir petition 
app aren tly by the arg um ent which ha* 
been adduced.
